Effect Ootober 1.

“Seotion 3of tho Post-office Ap-
propriation Act approved March 3,
1885, provides that a speclal stumyp of
the face valuation of len cents mny
be provided and issuel, whenover
deemed advieable or expedient in
sieh form wnd bearing such dovico as
miny weet the approval of the Post-
master Genernl, which, when attucled
to & letter, in addition o the lawful

i Imull e thervon the delivery of wliich

5 1o be at a free delivery office, or at

ay town or village containing a
popuiation of 4,000 orover, aceording
to the Federsl conwus, shall bo regurd-
ol ns entitling such letter to imme-
tinre delivery within the carrier
Hwitof any froe delivery oflice, which
may be designated by the Postinaster
Goneral ns a specinl defivery offive,
or within one nnle of the post-oflice
mt any other office coming within the
!Jrn\'hlun of this section, which may,

“It s mecordingly been decided
to introduce the special delivery &y s-
tem on the Ist of Ootober, 1885, at
all the post-offices &t which it Is per-
mitted by the law, viz: Those at
which the free-delivery system 1s m
operation, and  thoso in cities and
towns having a population of 4,000
or over, wy shown by the lust Feders)

“Sultable suppies of these speetal
delivery stamps will by sent to any
post-office in the comntry whiel mny
make a reguisition for them, and
when received they are o bo taken
up by the Postianster in his Weanun
ciirrent wnid accounted for quarterly
I Ul mime manner as ordinary  pus-
tage stwmps.  They are 1o b sold by
Postmasnters fn ang required amonni
and 1o any porson  who may apply
for them, but they  enn bo sed oily
for the purpose of  securiug the e
medinte delivery of lotiers u iressed
to and recelved in the malls at any of
the offtees desigued an specind delivery
offies,

“Uider no elreumstances ave tliey

1o be used fn the payment of postuge
of miry deseription ur of the reglstry
feir 3 o ent any obligr siamps b vin-
ployed 1o secire speclel  delivers
stumnip. The gpeeinl delivery stamp
mnst e inoaddition o e law ol
prostage, and letlers amlllm:;laltl with
il least one full eate of postaye, in
necondanee with the Tow und eeifinln.
tiong, must be treatsl ns beld for
Wostage, evon through bearing o spuac-
al delivery stanmp in addition 1o the
full postage sud registey o requie-
od by the law and  the regulations.
The special delivery stamps st be
ellgetunlly "lll\tl'll‘li al the oftlee of
miailing in the sume way oy ordinary
postage stanips.
“Aletter bearing a speelsl delivery
sty T wddition 1o the lawdnl pos-
tge, may be matled stany post-olllee
in the countey, bt it will not Le. en-
titled to an immediate delivery by o
messenger when addpessed to w post-
offiee to which the kpecial delivery
system hias not been extended,

“Special delivery lotters will bo des
livered by messenger within the car-
rier limits of a fece-dolivery oflice,
wried within a raddivg of one mile from
the postofllos at all other special de-
livery offices.

“Postmasters at fourth-class offecs
are not entitled  to commissions on
the special delivery stamps in any
anso.  No effort will by spared to ex-
podite the malling of letters bearing
speolul delivery offices,

“Postmusters are nrged Lo vie ull
available mesus for furnishing the
public with information with regurd
to the specinl deliverysystem. A list
of special delivery offiees will be fur-
nished to postmasters, nnd must be
conspiciously posted in (e post-af-
fice where it will = readily attymet
publie attention.”

A second civenlar by the Postmns-
ter General embodies technical in-
structions to postmastere coreerning
the above system. I directs post-
masters to employ the requisite num-
bor of messenger boys to fusurs
prompt delivery, and provides that
substitute lettor carviers may be em-
ploved as messongors, bot fn no ease
slinll the compensation paid w any
one person exceed $30 per month,

“Two objects,” savs the Postinaster
Genoral, “must be stenuously songht,
The first, the most efficient delivery
service, and second, to bring the ser-
vico up to a revenue-yielding condi-
tion.”

War-horses, whoen Wit in baitle,
tromble in every muscle and groan
deeply, while their eyes show deep
astonishment,  During the battle of
Waterioo some of the horees, us they
lay upon the gronnd, aving recovor-
ol from the fivst agony of tlheir
wounds, fell to eating the grass about
them, thus sorrounding themselvos
with a civele of bare ground, the
timited extent of which showed their
weakuess.  (Mbers were  observed
quietly gazing oun the field betweosn
the two  hostile Hoes, their viders
having been shot off their bncks, and
the balls flying over their heads and
the tumualt behind, before and around
them caused no intervuption to the
usnal instinet of their nature. 1t was
also observed that when a ehavge of
cavulry went past near to any of the
stray homios already mentioned they
would sét off, form themsalves in the
vear of thele mounted companions,
and, though without riders, gallop
strentiously along with the vesl, not
uluh‘:iny or filnehing when the fatal
shiock with the enomy took nlace.
